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These two research summaries examine transfer 
outcomes of former Community College of Philadelphia (CCP) students 
at Temple University. The first report examines the extent to which 
the CCP credits earned by 1,644 CCP transfers wore accepted at Temple 
University over i^everal semesters between fall 1979 and fall 1985. 
Among the highlighted findings are: (1) the average number of CCP 
credits earned was 47.14, though students leaving CCP in spring and 
fall 1985 showed a slight tendency to transfer with fewer credits 
than previous student groups; (2) the average number of credits lost 
in transfer to Temple was 9.67, representing 20.5% of the students* 
total acciunulated CCP credits; and (3) credit hour losses amounted to 
an average financial liability of $95.06 for students who earned 
fewer than 24 CCP credits, and of $574.28 for students who earned 
more than 23 CCP credits. Temple University transfer guidelines for 
CCP courses are appended. The second research brief offers a profile 
of CCP students who applied for admission to Temple University in 
1980, 1981, 1984, and 1985, based on data provided by Temple's 
admissions office. The report traces trends in numbers of applicants, 
age, credits earned at CCP, grade point average (GPA), placement test 
scores, student majors, and student gender and race. The report 
indicates that the total number of students applying to Temple 
dropped from 750 in 1980 to 607 in 1985. The transfer students had 
enrolled at CCP for an average of six semesters, and had earned 
higher GPA*s than the CCP student population as a whole. (UCM)

This In-Brief is one in a series of reports describing 
former CCF students* transfer outcomes at Ten.ple Universityii The 
focus of this report is the issue of course transfer on a course- 
by-course basis. 

An important element in providing students with 
opportunities for trouble-free transfer is communication between 
the community college and the four-year institution. Richardson 
and Bender (1987) suggest that one form this communication should 
take is a clear-cut statement from the university outlining their 
transfer policy. ^ The most current "Temple Guidelines" for the 
transfer of CCP courses is appended to the back of this report. 
This document is currently under review and a revision is 
forthcoming . 

An indication of the effectiveness of this formal course- 
by-course transfer agreement is the ease with which CCP students 
have been able to successfully transfer their coursework into 
programs of study at Temple. This report examines the acceptance 
patterns of CCP credits earned by 1644 Temple transfers over 
several semesters between Fall, 1979 and Fall, 1985. 



Clearly, other factor s exist beyond formal or informal 
igreements with Temple that affecc the degree of transferability 
)f individual course credits. Courses in which grades of less 
than "C" are earned , or pre- college-level course s are not 
expected to transfer and have therefore not been calculated into 
the earned cumulative credit hour f if ure s in thi s report . A 
significant circumstance which cannot be factored out in 
reviewing the following information is student goal changes, 
typified by changes in programmatic interest from the community 
college studies to those at Temple .

Figure 1 contain 8 CCP credit acceptance patterns at 
Temple for the 1644 students Included In the studv. The average 
nunber CCP credits earned by all of these students, 
Irrespective of the semester they transferred to Temple, was 
47.14. Semester credit hour Information appears at the top of 
each bar. The semester Information suggest that there Is a 
slight tendency In more recent semesters for students to transfer 
out of CCP sooner than they have In the past (both Spring, 1985 
and Fall, 1985, CCP credit figures are lower than those 
associated with preceding semesters and fall below the group mean 
of 47.14.)

The lower , solid portion of each bar represents the 
proportion of CCP courses that were accepted into Temple prcgrams 
of study, while the upper-striped portion represents the 
percentage of CCP cour se s that were not accepted • Overall, the 
average number of lost credits was 9«67 which represented 20.5Z 
of the stuients' total accumulated CCP credits. This proportion 
of accepted/ no t accepted credits has been fairly consistent over 
the semesters, with the three most recent semesters indicating 
there has been a slight improvement in transferability of 
courses. 



An issue that confronts nany CCP staff when working with 
transfer-oriented students is the dilemma of having lo advise 
students to choose between meeting graduation requirements of the 
College, or following the "Transfer Guide" published by Temple. 
While CCP would benefit in terms of retention and graduation 
rar:es by advising students with transfer aspirations to defer 
transfer until graduation, completion of an associate degree 
program may not always be in the best persr>nal interest of the 
student • 

Previous IR Reports demonstrated that CCP graduates are 
more likely to be directly accepted into programs at Temple (86Z 
of CCP graduates were accepted versus 63% of CCP nongraduates) 
than were CCP transfers who had not graduated. In order to 
better understand the advantages and disadvantages associated 
with students deferring transfer and accruing more CCP credits, 
credit acceptance patterns were broken out by students who 
accumulated 23 or fewer CCP credits, or more than 23 credits. 
The latter group includes graduates. 

Students in this sample were four times more likely to 
fall into the 24+ credit hour group (N = 1299) than in the lower 
credit hour group (N * 345). Figure 2 contains acceptance 
patterns for the latter group. Figure 3 for the former group. 

Students in the lower-credit hour group earned an overall 
average of 13.09 CCP credits and lost an average of 1.94 credits 
(14. 8Z) of this total. Over the separate Fall and Spring 
semester information, the proportion of lost credits ranged from 
a low of lOZ in Fall, 1985 and Spring, 1980 to a high of 19% in 
Spring, 1985. 

While it is inappropriate to reduce the evaluation of 
course outcomes to the consideration of only economic issues, 
from the students perceptive this is often a primary concern. 
With this in mind, credit hours lost in the transfer process were 
converted into dol.^ars, reflecting lost student tuition. Based 
on current tuition rates ($49 per credit hour), credit hour 
losses amount to an average financial loss of $95.06 for students 
who earned fewer than 2^ CCP credits. The lowest average losj in 
any semester was $60.76 (Fall, 1985), the highest loss for this 
group was $116.62 (Spring, 1985). 

Course transfer percentages associated with each semester 
in Figure 3 (more than 23 credits earned at CCP) are lower in 
each case than for parallel seme sters contained in Figure 2. 
Overall, the average number of earned credits for students in the 
larger credit hour group was 56. 18. Approximately, 11.72 (20. 8%) 
credits were lost in the transfer process for these students. 
Differences over semesters ranged from a low of 10.4 (17.8%) 
credits lost in Fall, 1984 to 15.51 (27.4%) credits in Spring, 
1985. Except for these two extreme semesters, losses have fallen 
consistently around the average.

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In terms of financial losses, students in this credit 
hour grouping lost an average of $574.28, ranging over the 
semesters between $491.96 and $759.99. 

Figure 4 provides a direct comparison of the percentage 
of accepted credits across the two groups. While differences in 
percentages in some semesters (Fall, 1980, Spring, 1985} are not 
dramatic, the loss in dollars is substantial. Losses in Spring, 
1985 amount to $514.50 for students in the 24+ credit hour group 
and $116.62 for the lesser credit hour group .

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Richardson and Bender propose several strategies to 
ensure student 8 trouble-free transfer opportunities. At the 
simplest level, the transferability of courses should be clearly 
identified in the transfer literature of both two- and four-year 
college s. 

More aggressive strategies for improving academic 
ad vi sing need to be developed that will help students to identify 
their educational objectives early, and assist them to develop 
individual educational plans that will help them achieve their 
goals. Efforts, such as TOP and the General Studies initiative, 
y^iil hopefully contribute to providing community college 
transfer-oriented students with opportunity for an easier 
transition to the four-year college environment. The current 
effort to design and implement a transfer information system 
within the overall student flow model should reduce the risk that 
students receive incorrect information about the transferability 
of specific courses.

Teaple*8 Admissions Office provided the College with 
lists of former CCP students who applied for admission to Temple 
in 1980, 1981, 1984 and 1985. Based on these lists, a student 
profile was built for each of these years and is the subject of 
this In-Brief. 

The total number of students applying to Temple has 
dropped somewhat over the last several years (Table 1). In 1980, 
750 former CCP students applied. By 1985, this number dropped to 
607. These figures are consistent with recent student follow-up 
Surveys which suggest that there has been a diminishing interest 
in transferring to Temple and a growing interest among our 
students to attend La Salle.

In later years, students have tende * to earn slightly 
more CCP credits prior to transferring to Temple. In 1981, 
median cumulative earned CCP credits were 42, in 1985 the median 
was 46 (Table 3).

The median number of Fall and Spring semesters students 
were enrolled at CCP was six (6). This figure was consistent 
across all four years. 

Students who applied to Temple had a higher cumulative 
GPA than the student body as a whole (Table 4). Over the four 
years included in this study, the GPA for transfer students has 
gone up. Half the 1985 Temple transfer group had CPA's greater 
than 2.9, while the College-wide figure in ^hat year was 2.3 
(Table 4).
